A pisparcu from Topeka announces that Webb McNall, 
Superintendent of Insurance, has received a setback in his 
crusade against the Mutual, New York and Connecticut 
Mutual life insurance companies. He refused to license 
these companies to do business in Kansas because they had 
not paid the Hillmon claim that is in litigation before the 
courts. The companies applied to the United States Dis- 
trict Court to have the Superintendent punished for con- 
tempt in attempting to override judicial action. The case 
was argued last week, and according to a telegram of April 
12 Judge Foster has decided that as McNall’s acts were not 
committed in presence of the court he is not liable to pun- 
ishment for contempt. He holds, however, that his act 
was an obstruction to the administration of justice, and 
that he should be indicted for that offense. The grand 
jury being in session, the court instructed it to that effect, 
and Superintendent McNall will probably find himself called 
upon to answer a ‘‘ true bill” at an early date. Even 
insurance companies have some rights under the federal 
laws that State insurance officials are bound to respect or 
suffer the penalty, however populistic their inclinations 
may be. 

At a well attended meeting last week the New York 
Board of Insurance Brokers was formally organized, with 
prominent and well known brokers constituting its board 
of officers. Among those present were representatives of 
the best known brokerage firms in the city, as well as indi- 
This appears to be a 
Move in the right direction—an effort to harmonize the 
brokers and to secure the co-operation of insurance com- 
panies for the regulation of the brokerage business. It is 
afar better way to secure the desired end than an appeal 
to the legislature to pass laws that would be satisfactory to 
neither the brokers nor the companies. Such abuses as 
exist can be more readily corrected by the parties in inter- 
est working harmoniously together than by State statutes 
that will be neither respected nor observed by either party. 
There are too many laws in existence now restricting and 
burdening the insurance business, and underwriters ought 
to be among the last to ask further legislative interference 
in their affairs. If the new organization enters upon its 
work in a proper spirit, recognizing the rights of all per- 
sons engaged in the brokerage business, as well as the 
tights of the companies that furnish the capital that makes 


Vidual brokers who operate singly. 
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that business possible, there is an opportunity for it to do 
good and effective work and to exercise a powerful influ- 
ence in the future. Should it, however, fall under the 
management of a selfish clique, its existence will be a brief 
one. This is a possibility that seems to have been avoided 
in the selection of officers, and the organization as agreed 
upon gives promise of success. 





Tue following very pertinent paragraph appeared in The 
New York Tribune on Saturday last: 

At Harrisburg the black horse cavalry appear in unusual force dur- 
ing the present session, and are attempting to ‘ ho!d up"’ the insur- 
ance companies to the tune of $30,000, which is to buy off threatened 
adverse legislation. The companies decline the proposition and bid 
the bandits do their worst, having confidence that the Governor and 
the courts will protect them. ‘There is no State capital in the Union 
where these mounted Barabbases have had fuller swing in times past, 
and it will be interesting to see in what degree their predatory power 
is broken. If the insurance companies resist them successfully, other 
interests which they have been wont to lay under tribute may take 
heart of grace and do likewise. When none are left that they can 
‘* strike ’’ they will have to disband for lack of plunder and provender, 
the only incitements which bring them into the field. 

Had that appeared originally in Tue Srecrator we would 
have been accused of prejudice and attempting to bolster 
up insurance companies, but The Tribune is not open to 
such a charge. If, however, a general newspaper can see 
things in this light, what must be the opinion of a journal 
that keeps special watch of such matters? Tur Specraror 
has heretofore expressed its opinion of these raids of the 
‘* black horse cavalry ’’ in Pennsylvania, and is glad to be 
sustained by such an eminent authority as The Tribune. 
But the above remarks will apply equally well to the legis- 
lature at Albany, at Springfield, Ill., at Topeka, Kan.; in 
fact, to Alabama, Texas and half a dozen other States 
where the attempts of legislative lobbies to blackmail 
insurance companies have been unblushing and outrageous. 
When the boodlers have failed to secure the boodle, they, 
in some instances, have wreaked their vengeance by pass- 
ing oppressive laws that will add greatly to the burdens of 
propertyowners in the future. Insurance companies are 
not charitable organizations, but plain every day business 
institutions, and the cost of insurance, plus taxes and other 
burdens imposed by the State, have to be paid by the 
insured. Butthe ‘* black horse cavalry ’’ and similar bands 
of organized blackmailers can no longer intimidate the com- 
panies or force them to ‘‘ stand and deliver ’’ as some of 
them have done in days that are past. 





As was anticipated would be the case, Superintendent 
Payn last week granted permission to the Guarantors Lia- 
bility Indemnity Company to continue doing business in 
this State until the result of the examination now being 
made by Commissioner Lambert of Pennsylvania should be 
completed. It is given out that this permission is granted 
at the special request of Commissioner Lambert. If the 
examination now being made is favorable to the company— 
and no one anticipates that it will be otherwise—a New 
York State license will undoubtedly be reissued perma- 
nently. Commissioner Dearth of Minnesota has granted 
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a similar permit for the company to continue business in 
that State until the examination is concluded. In another 
column we print a portion of a report made by Commis- 
sioner Dearth as the result of inquiries recently made by 
him regarding the company. Without having made a 
thorough examination, he has reached the conclusion that 
the company is still solvent, although he deducts from its 
claimed surplus some $223,000, leaving it a little over 
$78,000 of surplus according to his figures. The surplus 
claimed by the company includes $300,000 presented to it 
by Mr. Loper. If this should be considered as a liability 
(which Mr. Dearth does not) the surplus would be wiped 
out and a large hole made in the capital. Commissioner 
Dearth says that Mr. Loper promised him that the com- 
pany should be thoroughly examined by Commissioner 
Lambert and the officials of one or two other States in con- 
junction. In this he has been misled, for the examination 
is being made by Commissioner Lambert alone, and Mr. 
Loper has persistently refused to permit any other State 
official to conduct an examination. It is evident that 
neither Superintendent Payn nor Commissioner Dearth is 
entirely satisfied with the statement of the Guarantors as 
filed at the beginning of the year, but they are willing to 
wait further developments. The fact that the company is 
permitted to continue business temporarily goes for noth- 
ing, except as it may be credited to “‘ official courtesy.” 
There are still seven or eight States from which the Guar- 
antors is excluded, some of which will unquestionably 
insist upon making an impartial examination of the com- 
pany before renewing its license. Mr. Loper has thus far 
defied the States of Massachusetts, Missouri, Wisconsin, 
Illinois and others, and they are not likely to accept any 
report as to the condition of the company except such as is 
made by themselves or their examiners. Any examination 
made of the Guarantors by Commissioner Lambert or any 
other official will be incomplete, unless it includes a trust- 
worthy report upon the securities included among the 
assets of the company.

It will be noted that Commissioner Dearth accepts the 
statement that $300,000 were contributed to the surplus of 
the company last year by Mr. Loper; also that the same 
gentleman presented the company with $15,000 worth of 
furniture; $315,000 added to the $106,000 presented by Mr. 
Loper to the company in 1895, makes a total of $421,000 
donated to the company in less than two years by its mag- 
nanimous general manager. Such generosity on the part 
of one, who but a few years since was an impecunious 
agent of another company, is something unparalleled in 
the history of insurance. But does any one believe Mr. 
Loper has done this ? 





WE learn that the usual annual crop of defamatory life 
insurance literature has appeared in the field, the companies 
that prepare it supplying their agents plentifully and expect- 
ing them to utilize it in competition with other agents. 
This crop is a sure one, and appears soon after the annual 
statements of companies are available for criticism and 


misrepresentation. Most literature that is especially 
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prepared for the purpose of belittling one company 
and glorifying another, is based upon erroneou assump. 
tions and is consequently false and misleading. Being 
prepared by an interested company only ** cooked” gta. 
tistics or such as show favorably to itself are employed, 
ignoring those which would place a competitor in , 
better light. Starting from false premises, arguments 
are piled up that are intended to convince the unip. 
formed that there is but one life insurance company jp 
the country that it is safe to do business with, and that 
is the one that is made to show so advantageously in these 
circulars and pamphlets—all the others are frauds managed 
by swindlers, who devote all their days and sit up nights 
to devise means whereby they may rob innocent and cop. 
fiding policyholders. There are some high minded and 
honorable agents who refuse to circulate this kind of liter. 
ature sent to them by their companies or general agents, 
while others feel in duty bound to utilize all the ammuii- 
tion sent them, easing their individual consciences by the 
reflection that the company is responsible, not the agent, 
Hosea Bigelow illustrated this idea of responsibility when 
he wrote: 
If you take a sword and dror it 
And go and run a fellow through, 
Guv’ment ain’t to answer for it, 
God ’ll send the bill to you. 

Defamatory literature is a most contemptible instrument 
to use in competition for business, and the agent who does 
it should be held personally accountable by his brother 
agents. Comparative literature is legitimate, but this is 
widely different from the defamatory kind, made to order 
by statistic twisters. Every agent in the field ought to 
possess himself of full particulars about every company that 
he meets in competition, the forms of policies it issues, the 
character of each contract, the benefits to policyholders 
thereunder, the options offered in case of surrender, rates 
charged, dividends paid, volume of business transacted, the 
financial standing of companies and many other things 
necessary to make them successful in their work. Such 
information is not given out by the companies; each gives 
so much as shows to its advantage, but omits all the rest. 
It remains for private enterprise to furnish this information 
complete as to every company, and with the utmost impat- 
tiality. As a merchant studies the business of his competi- 
tors to enable him to meet them in the presence of buyers, 
so it is quite as essential that life agents should study the 
plans, methods, etc., of all companies in order that he may 
talk with full knowledge to prospective insurers. The 
Spectator Company issues annually various publications 
that are especially intended to supply agents with the 
information they need.

AN assessment just levied by the defunct Reliance Mutual of Chi- 
cago recalls an amusing incident of a well known printer who dropped 
some good stock insurance in order to patronize the Reliance for which 
he bad executed a large printing and bookbinding order. Subse- 
qaently a loss occurred: in the bindery, and now an assessment of 
twice the cut rate premium has shown the ‘‘ bookmaker "’ that not 
even a handsome profit on a job in his own line can compensate for a 
brief flirtation with amateur insurance.

all companies transacting business there. Fortunately for the com- 
panies the recent decision of the United States Supreme Court in the 
Louisiana marine insurance case would seem to open the way for sat- 
isfactorily making rates by agreement in one State for use in another, 
and thus, in time, get the business up n a new and more satisfactory 
basis.

CORRESPONDENCE. 


KANSAS. 
[From Our Own CorRESPONDENT. | 

Webb McNall, Superintendent of Insurance for Kansas, is follow- 
ing his fight on life insurance companies by taking up the cudgel 
against fire insurance companies. The Superintendent has announced 
that he will break up the alleged pool by which all companies accept 
rates made up by H. Clarkson of Topeka for the insurance premiums 
on all classes of property or drive all of them from the State. 

Mr. Clarkson conducts what might be termed a rating bureau. He 
determines the rate at which property shall be insured and publishes 
a pamphlet containing the schedules, which are accepted as a guide 
for all insurance written in this State. 

In this arrangement Mr. McNall sees the ghastly semblance of a 
pool or trust which he now proposes to destroy or use the power of 
his department to drive the old companies out of the State. Speaking 
to a correspondent of Tue Srecraror he said: ‘‘ I am convinced that 
the so-called rating business is conducted in open violation of the 
Burton anti-trust law, and I propose to put an end to it, if that be 
true. I have received frequent protests against high :ates for insur- 
ance, accompanied by indisputable evidence that every company has 
the same rate and have further been petitioned to relieve these 
oppressive conditions. I am now conducting an investigation, and if 
I find that these insurance companies are operating under this general 
agreement or a pool, if you please, I will issue an ultimatum and give 
them plenty of time to get out of it. Should they fail to respond I 
will see what can be done towards compelling them to respond. I 
believe that such a combination exists and I believe that it is unfair, 
but I will not act until I secure ample evidence to substantiate the 
statements which have been filed with me. Should such a pool exist, 
and be not destroyed when we get after it, I will revoke the licenses 
of these companies doing business in this State. I mean business.’’

FLORIDA.

Many changes have transpired during the past few days in fire and 
life insurance circles. James A. Marvin, who for the past fourteen 
years has been a partner in the fire insurance firm of Foster, Marvin 
& Haynes, has sold out his interest, as well as the old firm, to Law- 
rence Haynes and E. A. Groover, who will hereafter conduct the 
business under the firm name of Haynes & Groover. Mr. Marvin has 
also started a fire insurance agency under the firm name of James A. 
Marvin & Co., the silent partner being his son-in-law, William M. 
Whitner. Both of these firms have excellent records and there is no 
reason why they should not be prosperous. 

Jacksonville is being overcrowded with fire insurance agencies, 
having now nine in complete operation, viz.: Dawkins, Walter & Co., 
J. H. Norton & Co, Haynes & Groover, Weldon Bros., James A. 
Marvin & Co., P. A. Holt, William W. Frazier, C. C. Robertson and 
L. H. Green (Manufacturers Lloyds). 

Among the recent additions to fire insurance companies in the State 
are the Norwalk of Connecticut, English-American Underwriters, the 
Norwood of New York and the Phcenix of Hartford. The Phoenix 
formerly transacted business in Jacksonville, but withdrew on account 
of losses incurred during the large conflagrations of 1891. 

Gilbert Weldon, junior member of the firm of Huff & Weldon, has 
purchased the fire insurance interest of the firm from Mr. Huff and 
formed a copartnership with his brother, George S. Weldon, under 
the firm name of Weldon Bros. This young firm start out for busi- 
ness under the most favorable auspices, and represent four reliable 
companies, viz.: Phoenix of London, Firemans Fund of San Francisco, 
Cal., Teutonia of New Orleans and Norwood of New York. 

The AZtna Accident Insurance Company has transferred its agency 
from the Foster-Marvin-Haynes Company to James A. Marvin & Co. 

The Union Casualty and Surety Company of St. Louis have placed 
their affairs in the hands of H. H. Thornton, Pensacola, Fla., who 
will develop the Middle and Western sections of Florida. Mr. Thorn- 
ton has effected an arrangement with Samuel J. Slater, Jr., of Jack- 
sonville, Fla., who is general State agent for the Fidelity and Deposit 
Company of Maryland to handle their business in the Southern and 
Eastern districts. 

H. H. Knowles, Southern manager of the Equitable Life Assurance 
Society of the United States, has been sojourning in Jacksonville and 
Ocala the past few weeks making proper changes in the general 
agency of his excellent institution, which was previously represented 
by R. B. McConnell, president of the defunct Merchants National 
bank of Ocala, Fla.

Henry G. Aird of the firm is cashier 
the State bank of Florida, one of Florida’s most prominent bankj 
institutions, with which establishment he has made an enviable rey, 
tation. Mr. Aird possesses the proper requisite for the business ¢ 
life insurance , which, with his influence and business following, showy 
prove a strong adjunct to the firm.

PHILADELPHIA. 
[From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. } 

To be or not to be is the question with the Philadelphia Fire Under. 
writers Association, and it will be decided finally at the meeting tok 
held on the 23d inst , at which time the new agreement will be voted 
upon. This provides for and regulates the number of offices each 
company shall have, defines what a broker shall be and provides that 
the commission paid to same shall not exceed fifteen per cent, except 
on stores and dwellings not specifically rated, upon which a commis 
sion of twenty-five per cent ay be paid. It does away with the 
iniquitous solicitor system altogether, provides for the punishment by 
fine for the violation of rules, and to insure same it is proposed that 
each company shall deposit $100 with trustees appointed by the asso 
ciation, said deposit to be kept good at all times and finaliy it provides 
for a ‘‘ stamp clerk ’’ system, by which there will be submitted to the 
association daily, on blanks provided for the purpose, an abstract of 
all policies or renewals written, giving name of company, numberof 
policy, location, terms, etc , and this is to be examined under super 
vision of the secretary and returned to the sender, marked correct ot 
incorrect as the case may be. This plan of an association is a good 
one, and meets with general approval among the ones wishing for 
peace and happiness once more, the part relating to the “stamp 
clerk ’’ being the only stumbling block, some seeming to think it would 
do for a small town, like Camden or New York, but not for the great 
Quaker City. Others think if it is necessary to have a stamp clerki 
is also necessary for the home offices of companies to keep tab and 
suggest that a copy of the return made to the stamp clerk be sent to 
the home office to verify the daily report, as the report may be mate 
up one way and the daily and policy another.

NEWS OF THE PACIFIC COAST. 
[From OuR Own CorRESPONDENT. | 

The unexpected has happened. The Board of Fire Underwriters of 
the Pacific is 1n operation and insurance business on the coast is once 
more conducted under compact rules. A week ago there was not a 
manager in San Francisco who saw any prospect of a termination of 
the harmful war of rates. Meetings had been held innumerable and 
all terminated in talk and dissension. On Tuesday, March 30, another 
meeting was held, and at the outset there seemed no prospect of its 
terminating otherwise than its many predecessors. Within three 
hours brokers were rushing about the streets like mad trying to close 
up business at cut rates so as to get it on their books before noon of 
the following day, at which time it was determined that the rates of 
the compact of two years ago should again be called into operation 
and all cutting should cease. The news was true, and at last the 
unanimous consent to call the practically complete organization of a 
year ago into active existence had been obtained. 

But two explanations of this sudden determination have been offered 
and neither is very convincing. The first is that the pressure from 
certain English home offices drove the local agents intoline. The 
other is that it had been tacitly agreed that as soon asthe extent of 
adverse legislation had been determined by the adjournment of the 
legislature the insurance managers should come together upon terms 
practically agreed upon last January. Probably both causes contrib- 
uted to the result. 

In January the managers of four big companies stated to the mem- 
bers of the inoperative board the amendments which they considered 
necessary. The four were: Rolla V. Watt of the Royal, C. F. Mullins 
of the Alliance and Commercial Union, Arthur E. Magill of the Phoenix 
of Hartford and the Home of New York and Henry K. Belden of the 
Hartford. These four were practically agreed upon all points save 
one. The dissenting voice was that of Mr. Magill, and he was divided 
against himself upon the subject of non-intercourse, for the Home 
was unalterably opposed to the non-intercourse rule and the Phcenix 
was not unwilling that such a clause be adopted. 

When these four presented their statement the whole matter was 
held in abeyance until the legislature adjourned. In the meantime 
several heavy losses helped the desire for union and so the managers 
agreed to agree, "and almost before any of them knew what had 
occurred the new compact was a fact. An iron clad non-intercourse 
clause has been adopted with one of Magill's companies on the inside 
and one on the outside. Mr. Magil! has, however, agreed that in all 
other matters the Home will abide by the new compact rules, and 
those who may claim that he is at times umyielding know that when 
he promises he invariably keeps his word to the uttermost. 

The officers of the compact are: President, Charles D. Haven; vice- 
president, W. |. Dutton; secretary, E. F. Mohrhardt. The board 
met again yesterday and chose Alfred Stillman general secretary. as 
there will be no such office as manager in the new compact. Mr. Still- 
man was the first manager of the Pacific Insurance Union, and during 
the war has been the secretary of the Northwest Insurance Associa- 
tion, with headquarters at Portland, Ore. The coast, under the new

The rate of compensation to agents for all towns except San Fran- 
cisco, Oakland, Alameda, Berkley and Portland has been fixed at fif- 
teen per cent. This change is anything but agreeable to such cities 
as Los Angeles, Sacramento and Stockton. In the first of these trouble 
is already brewing, but is not likely to be of much avail. For San 
Francisco the compensation will be twenty-five per cent on preferred 
and twenty per cent on ordinary business. 

The first note of discord in the general good will over the coming 
together was sounded yesterday, when it became known that a large 
foreign company had written a $50,000 risk at the cut rate after the 
time limit set within which all business at cut rates must cease. The 
matter is being kept very quiet, but it is known that the particular 
risk was on the corner of Sacramento and Leidesdorff streets, and 
that the regular broker of the company had been unable to place it 
within the time set. It is now alleged that the risk was subsequently 
placed for the company by another broker at cut rates. Should this 
prove to be true on investigation it may go hard with the new com- 
pact.

NEW ENGLAND. 
[From Our Own CorRESPONDENT. ] 

Auditor J. R. Reed, in the case of the Melrose Mutual Fire Insur- 
ance Company. finds that an a sessment of $43,420.77 should be 
assessed upon the ee ap ag Of this sum $15,541 would be 
assessed upon policyholders in Massachusetts. 

Attorney-General Knowlton has given an opinion to the effect that 
it is illegal for fire insurance companies to insure against explosions 
where there is no fire. ‘The distinguished Attorney-General has stated 
nothing new, and, in receiving the notification of the opinion, the 
insurance companies have nothing that they did not know before. 
For some time in the past this practice has been quite common by fire 
insurance companies in the case of good, constant and large custom- 
ers, purely as a matter of good natured accommodation. The Insur- 
ance Commissioner will not ask that such policies be canceled, for 
there is no deception connected with them. The companies have, 
some of them, been notified of the Attorney-General’s decision simply 
as a matter of caution, based upon the fact that insurance companies 
in this State have preferred to confine their business to regular fire 
insurance and marine risks. As policies of this class are usually 
issued annually—that is, on business houses—this matter can be 
regulated without cancellation of policies or inconvenience to any 
one. 

The insurance committee‘of the legislature, in the case of the Massa- 
chusetts Benefit Life, has reported leave to withdraw on the bill which 
proposed to compel the commission to render its report inside of thirty 
days; and favorably upon the bill presented by the commission asking 
for legislation to enable them to pursue their investigations without 
financial embarrassment. This authorizes the commission to receive 
such compensation for their services and assistants at terms that are, 
in their judgment, reasonable, subject to the approval of the Governor 
and council, the same to be paid from the treasury of the association, 
the State being held responsible for such payment in case it is not 
forthcoming from the association. 

The annual report for 1896 of Fire Commissioner Russell of Boston 
has just been issued. Among other valuable information it gives the 
estimated loss on buildings at $601,931; on contents, $792,776; insur- 
ance on buildings, $14.859.504; on contents, $6,773,826. The total 
number of alarms was 2066, and of these 209 were needless. ‘The total 
number of firesis given as 1368. Fires put out by citizens, 236; police, 
23; buckets of water, 260; hydrants, 186; steamers, 303; extinguish- 
ers, 472; chemicals, 241. 

Friday evening, April 9, the handsome parlors of the Exchange 
club, Boston, were the scene of a happy and noteworthy gathering, 
consisting of the officers, directors, heads of departments and agents 
of the New England Mutual Life Insurance Company. It was an 
informal and a purely ‘* family affair,"’ the occasion being the fiftieth 
anniversary of President Benjamin F. Stevens’ connection with the 
company as one of its officers. The unique and original menu gives 
Mr. Stevens’ record as an official of the company very concisely: 
‘* Elected secretary April 9, 1847: vice-president June 14, 1864; presi- 
dent November 14, 1865.’ The menu used at the banquet consisted 
of a fac-simile of the first policy written and signed by Mr. Stevens, 
secretary, April 9, 1847. This policy was for $3000 on the life of 
Phineas M. Crane of Boston. On the back of the folded policy was 
printed the menu. A pleasant reception preceded the banquet, after 
which President Stevens delivered an address covering the early his- 
tory of life insurance as he has had an opportunity to know it since 
his connection with this company. Alfred T. Turner of Boston spoke 
for the board of directors. Henry K. Field of San Francisco spoke 
for the extreme West. Charles B. Cleveland of Chicago spoke for 
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the Middle West. F. A. Savage of Baltimore spoke for the Eastern 
section of the country. There were present the following general 
agents: John Marston, H. W. Marston, Philadelphia; H. K. Field, C.

l). A. Taggart, Manchester, N. H., assignee of the Granite State 
Provident Association of that city, has been notified from Colorado 
that the litigation which has been going on before the United States 
District Court in that State has been decided in favor of the assignee. 
Suits have been in progress in several States on the question as to 
whether the assets of the defunct corporation in any one State can be 
retained there and distributed for the benefit of the stockholders in 
that State, or whether the said assets must be turned into the main 
office of the association and form a part of the general fund to be 
divided among all the creditors. 

The last test of Boston's steam propelling fire engine showed a 
maximum throwing capacity of 1550 gallons of water per minute, at 
an average steam pressure of 125 pounds at a speed of 443 revolutions 
per minute. 

At the annual meeting of the Cambridge and Somerville Board of 
Fire Underwriters at the United States hotel last Thursday, these 
guests were present: President Boit and Secretary Osborne Howes of 
the Boston Board of Fire Underwriters, Secretary C. W. Goddard of 
the New England Insurance Exchange, President Upham of the 
Massachusetts Mutual Fire Insurance Union and George Neiley, 
special agent of the Royal Insurance Company. The following 
officers were elected: President, Herman Bird, Cambridge; vice- 
president, Charles S. Robertson, Somerville; secretary, John Close, 
Cambridge.

The directors of the “Etna Insurance Company of Hartford, Conn., 
have elected E. O. Weeks, late assistant secretary of the company, to 
the position of director and vice-president to succeed the late J. F.

The ultimate outcome of the bill in the legislature to amend the 
standard policy will undoubtedly be its passage in the form now before 
the Senate, which places both the insurer and the insured on equal 
footing, as is claimed, by compelling the insurance companies to arbi- 
trate all disputes. Still, it may not pass the Senate if somebody dis- 
covers the all prominent fact tbat there is no equality whatever in the 
present amended form of the bill. The New England Insurance 
Exchange has adopted a rating schedule for paper and pulp mills not 
heretofore classified. 

The insurance committee of the legislature has reported leave to 
withdraw on the bill providing for the establishment of maximum 
assessments in assessment life insurance companies. 

The anti-coinsurance bill is doomed, as it ought to be. It may pass 
the House and probably will, but it cannot get by the common sense 
branch, which, this year, is vested almost wholly in the Senate. 

At the meeting of the Boston Association of Life Underwriters, at

I beg to inform you that an arrangement has been made with the 
Georgia Empire Mutual Fire Insurance Company by which the Georgia 
policyholders of the Mechanics Mutual will be carried to expiration 
without cost to them, and the losers therefore through the unfortunate 
troubles of the Mechanics will only de those holding claims for losses, 
and their claims, we trust, will be materially reduced out of the com- 
pany’s assets. 





Traveling Salesmen’s Suit. 

A curious case is now being tried in the United States Circuit Court 
in ‘Portland, Me., which involves some ‘new points in the insurance 
laws. It is the case of the Wild River Lumber Company of that State 
against the Travelers Insurance Company upon a corporation liability 
policy issued by the defendant company. It seems that in November, 
1894, an accident occurred in which two traveling salesmen for a 
Portland firm were seriously injured. ‘There was no highway between 
the two towns of Gilead and Hastings, and the only means of com- 
munication between these two places was by a railroad used exclu- 
sively by the lumber company. The two salesmen, on the day of the 
accident, took passage over the road from Hastings to Gilead. A 
chain left unsecured on the pilot of the locomotive was jolted off, 
causing the locomotive to plunge down a steep embankment. The 
two salesmen were seriously injured by escaping steam and through 
other causes. Under the terms of the contract the insurance com- 
pany disclaimed all liability. But the injured parties instituted claims 
against the lumber company and a referee awarded them damages to 
the amount of $2300 and $6400, which amounts were paid by the 
lumber company. The latterconcern then brought action against the 
insurance company to recover the above stated amounts. The insur- 
ance company claims that the policy covered only accidents to 
employees sustained while engaged in the work of lumbering. 





Penn Mutual’s New President. 

Epwarp M. Nrep.es resigned the presidency of the Penn Mutual Life 
Insurance Company of Philadelphia last Thursday on account of 
advancing years and was succeeded by Harry F. West, vice-president 
of the company, who will assume the duties of his new office on July 
1. George K. Johnson, Jr., who has been a member of the board of 
trustees for many years, and who is familiar with the operations of 
the company, will succeed Mr. West as vice-president. These pro- 
motions are in line with the settled policy of this conservative institu- 
tion, and the new officers will enter upon their duties with the knowl- 
edge requisite to serve the best interest of the policyholders. 

Mr. Needles will still retain his connection with the company as a 
member of the board. The trustees made every effort to have him 
withdraw his resignation, but without success, as he did not wish to 
longer bear such great responsibilities. 

Harry F. West, the new president of the company, was born in 
Philadelphia sixty years ago. He was a member of the twentieth 
graduating class of the Philadelphia high school. He, at an early 
age, entered the office of 5. & W. Welsh, merchants of Philadelphia, 
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and after several years’ service there went into the auction business 
on his own account, on Front street, under the firm name of Powell 
& West. He was elected secretary of the Philadelphia Warehouse 
Company in 1873, and in 1881 was chosen its president. In 1895 he 
resigned to accept the vice-presidency of the Penn Mutual Life Insur- 
ance Company of Philadelphia, of which institution he had been a 
trustee for ten years. Mr. West is a director of several large financial 
institutions in Philadelphia and director and treasurer of the Union 
League. H.C. Lippincott continues as superintendent of agencies. 





The [letropolis Fire of New York. 

T. A. anv E. L. ‘lemp.e, formerly officially connected with the Key- 
stone Fire of St. John, N. B., and now located at 56 Liberty street, 
New York, are engaged in the organization of the Metropolis Fire

Commissioner Dearth of Minnesota and the Guarantors. 
ComMISSIONER DEARTH reports, under date of April 5, that he had vis- 
ited the office of the Guarantors Liability Indemnity Company at 
Philadelphia for the purpose of making an investigation. He says 


As regards the validity of certain items contained in the annual 
statement of said company as of December 31, 1896, filed in this 
department, and on account of the questionable nature of which a 
renewal of the company’s certificate of authority for the current year 
in Minnesota was denied; as a result of said investigation concerning 
said items, I find the total admitted assets of said company to be 
$1,178,182.91, with total liabilities, including capital stock, of $1, 100,- 
143.87, thus giving the company g net surplus beyond capital stock 
and all other liabilities of $78,040.04, as shown by the following 
schedule:

Included in the total assets, as above shown, is the item of $300,000, 
which I found was remitted to the company in September, 1896, $150,- 
ooo of same being passed to the surplus account on the books of the 
company on date of its receipt, and for the other $150,000 preferred 
stock of the company was duly issued. 

I ascertained from the minute records of the board of directors and 
advisory board-of said company that at a meeting of said boards, held 
on the 31st day of December, 1896, that the subscribers to the said 
$150,000 of stock were willing to permit their payments to stand asa 
contribution to the surplus fund on consideration that they be relieved 
from their subscriptions, and that the boards unanimously voted to 
accept the offer of said subscribers to contribute their payments, as 
aforesaid, to the surplus fund of the company; that the treasurer was 
duly instructed to make the proper entries on the books of the com- 
pany, transferring said payments to the surplus account, as subscribed 
thereto, upon the surrender to him of all certificates of stock and of 
all receipts purporting to be for payments towards subscriptions for 
said stock; and I further found that all said stock was duly returned 
to the company and canceled, and that the same is in its possession; 
also that the proper entries were duly made on the books of the com- 
pany showing this fact. 

I also found by the company’s bank depo-it book and the canceled 
checks that this subscription, as above cited, was all made and paid 
in by Richard F. Loper, the general manager of the company, and 
my investigation of the company’s records satisfies me beyond ques- 
tion that the company’s title to the aforesaid $300,000 is clear and 
absolute. 

Regarding the increase in the cla'med assets of $29,318.65 for office 
furniture, Commissioner Dearth says: 

Their books show that they actually paid in cash for new furniture 


and fixtures during the past year, for the different offices in the sev- 
eral States, $9,119.61. he balance of the $24,119.61 (this amount 


being the excess of the furniture account as shown by this year's 
statement over that of the previous year) is accounted for by the 
transfer to the company by Manager Loper of all the home office fix 
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tures which had previously been carried in his personal account. Th 
books show that this item of $15,000 had been by him transferred to 
the company without value received. Thus is explained the differ. 
ence in said item of assets, as given in this and last year’s statements 
In any event, it is not an admissable asset, consequently has no begy. 
ing on the company’s financial standing in the making up of its state. 
ment. 

Here is the explanation regarding the ‘‘ reinsurance ’’ item so much 
questioned: 


The last and most important item ($158,844.94) which I haye 
deducted may possibly prove to be of considerable value to the com. 
pany. This item, as will be remembered, was given under the head 
of ‘‘ reinsurance ’’ in the company’s statement, when in reality it Tep- 
resented the amount due them under a certain clause in their contrag 
with the traction companies of Philadelphia. Under this contract] 
find that they assumed no liability on account of accidents that might 
have occurred through the carelessness or negligence of the motor. 
men or conductors of said traction companies; in other words, the 
traction companies were to bond all of their motormen and conductors 
with the American Surety Company as a matter for their own protec- 
tion. It did not, however, affect the Guarantors one way or the other 
whether they did or did not, as under their contract they were relieved 
from a certain amount of liability on account of casualties occurring 
through the negligence of the aforesaid employees. They (Guarap. 
tors) obligated themselves, however, under their contract to take 
charge of and prosecute all suits and effect the adjustment of al] 
claims against the traction companies accruing under the termsof 
said contract, and in the event of final judgments, the same were to 
be satisfied by the Guarantors, and in all cases where the cause of 
such casualties was proven to be due to the carelessness or negligence 
of said employees they were entitled to recover from the traction com. 
panies all sums thus paid. It is, therefore, under this clause of the 
contract that the said item of $158,844.94 had accrued, the traction 
companies, however, reserved the right to delay the refunding of any 
such sums to the Guarantors until they had recovered from the Amer. 
ican Surety Company in all cases where their employees had been 
bonded. This, therefore, I found to be the true status of this much 
questioned item. 

The principal reason for not admitting this particular item as an 
available asset of the company’s is on account of the terms of the set- 
tlement which was effected between the Guarantors and the Union 
Traction Company of Philadelphia on January 17, 1897. By this 
agreed settlement an absolute and definite amount, for which the 
Guarantors shall be liable, was fixed, the sum being $200,000, and by 
the assuming of such definite and fixed liability the Union Traction 
Company relieves the Guarantors from any and all possible claims, 
under their contracts previously expired, that might be made or filed 
within the statutory limits (which covers a period of about five years 
in the future), together with all costs and expenses of suits accruing 
thereunder. 

My inspection disclosed a further fact that as a guaranty to the 
traction company that the atove named sum of $200,000 would be 
duly paid in accordance with the terms of settlement (that is, in nine 
months from said January 17), the Guarantors duly executed a bond, 
running to the traction company in the amount of $400,000, and gave 
as security therefor a mortgage of $100,000 on their home office build- 
ing at Philadelphia, and in addition to this Mr. Loper also put up over 
$100,000 of personal securities. By this very important settlement the 
Guarantors have been entirely relieved from every possible contin 
gent liability under their contracts with the traction company, and 
with the exception of a few minor lines they have now but a very 
small amount of railway liability on their books. ; 

As a result of this brief examination, I am thoroughly satisfied of 
the company’s solvency, and consider that by the deduction of the 
$223,000 from their assets, as itemized in the above schedule, I am 
taking a very conservative stand as far as it affects the companys 
financial showing. There is, however, a question of some doubtas 
regards the value of certain collateral securities which the compaty 
holds, but with the understanding and assurance on the part of Mam 
ager Loper that a thorough and detailed examination of the companys 
affairs will be made within the next few weeks by the insurance 
department of Pennsylvania, in conjunction with the departments of 
two or three other leading States, I am satisfied to grant a temporaly 
renewal license, authorizing them to continue business in this State 
pending the result of said thorough examination.

He replied that he knew 
nothing about tables of rates, but just used the rates of the other assess- 
ment tite companies, making those of his company a trifle lower. 

—A suit has been filed in the common eee court at Dayton, O., by the 
Scottish Rite, Knights Templar and Master Masons Aid Association 
against the Mutual Life Insurance Company of New York to recover 
$50,000 damages for libel. The alleged libelous matter is the publication 
in the weekly statement of a report to the effect that the plaintiff was 
going out of business, that its policies were to lapse, etc., all of which, it 
is claimed, is false and libelous. 

—Indianapolis business men, who hold paid-up insurance policies that 
have a cash surrender value, met recently to confer regarding resistance 
to the assessment of such policies. About $300,000 1n policies was repre- 
sented in the meeting, and letters from many other localities were read. 
The feeling was manifest that the legislature had reached out too far in the 
effort to find something to tax, and a committee was appointed to secure 
legal advice and make a fight against the law. 

—The report telegraphed from San Francisco to the effect that Mrs. 
Leland Stanford had insured her life in the Mutual Life for $1,000,000, pay- 
able at her death to the university founded by her husband, is pronounced 
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by that lady to be untrue. The daily papers made quite a sensation of 
the rumor, publishing interviews with various persons that were grossly 
exaggerated. The Mutual Life has issued no such policy. 

--Edward A. Ferguson, formerly Western manager of the Nederland, 
has been appointed manager of the Chicago general agency of the Union 
Central Life. He will be assisted by Walter M. Hodge, superintendent of 
agencies of the Nederland’s Western department, and Messrs. Ferguson 
and Hodge will take with them F. A. Cotharin of Minneapolis, F. W. Hall 
of Milwaukee, L. P. Wilson of Peoria, J. Jackson Todd, C. W. Sampson, 
H. . Dickinson and other stars and storm Chicago. 

—Insurance men's day at the Tennessee centennial will be handsomely 
celebrated. July 20 and 21 have been set apart for this gathering. Invita- 
tions have been sent out to every accessible agent or person connected 
either directly or indirectly with the business of life insurance. J. C. 
Thompson has received letters from D.S. Hendricks, president of the 
national association, and alJl the members of the executive committee of 
that association, accepting the invitation to be present on those days. 


—Life insurance companies doing business in Indiana have employed 
attorneys and will contest the right of the State to tax paid-up insurance 
policies and annuities. Notices have been sent out to holders of such 
policies to refuse to list them, and the companies will stand between them 
and the courts until the question can be adjudicated. The State tax com- 
missioners are considering the advisability of asking the State auditor to 
place all such companies on the blacklist and prevent them from doing 
business in the State. 

—Frederick A. Savage of Baitimore, general agent for the New England 
Mutual for Maryland, who has rendered the company excellent service in 
the past seven years, passed through New York last week on his way to 
attend the banquet of general agents at Boston. The latter event took 

lace on the oth inst.,in celebration of the fiftieth anniversary of the 
eginning of President Stevens’ service as an officer of the New England 
Mutual. Mr. Savage is to be married on the 2oth inst. to a lady resident 
at Washington, D. C. 

—Some features of the entertainment to be given by the Cincinnati Life 
Underwriters Association on the 21st and 22d inst. to the members of the 
national executive committee: The opening address will be by President 
Collin Ford, and he will be followed by President Hendricks of the National 
Life Underwriters Association, whose subject will be ‘‘ Our National Asso- 
ciation.’’ Ben Williams of the State Mutual, and one of the members of the 
national executive committee, will follow with ‘‘ The National Executive 
Committee” as his topic. 

—Following the regular dividend last January, the stockholders 1n the 
Hartford Life Insurance Company have had a pleasant surprise in the 
receipt of checks for an extra eight per cent dividend. The officers say 
that the company has a surplus of about twice its capital and with half a 
million on hand thought it best to distribute a portion of these earnings at 
this time. ‘They say that the extra dividend just paid has no relation to 
the regular four per cent semi-annual, which will be paid as usual, nor is 
= declaring of this extra promise of a change in the rate to be paid here- 
after. 

—Since the beginning of this year the Union Life of Omaha has been 
admitted to the States of Minnesota and Washington. Messrs. Trask & 
McCurdy of Sioux Falls, 5. D., are now also managers for the State of 
Minnesota. They have appointed Colonel E. T. Gadd as general agent at 
St. Paul and O. K. Stablein as general agent at Mankato. Eastern Wash- 
ington is being looked after by Dr. L. Loda, general Western manager, 
whose headquarters are at Salt Lake City, Utah. During the first quarter 
of this year the Union Life placed on its books more than twice the amount 
of business that was secured in the same time last year. 


—John T. Martin, who was a director in the Home Life Insurance Com- 
pany, died at his home in New York aftera sickness of threemonths. Mr. 

artin was born in Baltimore, and after working in a clothing house there 
went to St. Louis, where he became wealthy in the clothing trade. In 
1848 he moved to Brooklyn, where he lived until a few years ago, and 
added to his money by government contracting during the war. He was 
also a director in the Brooklyn Trust Company, the Long Island Loan and 
Trust Company and the Nassau National bank. He was the first treasurer 
of the Brooklyn Polytechnic Institute. He was also a director of the 
Mercantile Library. 

—In a decision excluding the Peoples Mutual Life and Relief Association 
of York, Pa., from issuing policies on persons under twenty-one, Judge 
McPherson said: ‘‘ The association can insure members only. But as 
membership is formed in no other way than by making application and 
entering into a contract, and as infants are incapable of making valid con- 
tracts, the association is insuring without authority persons that are not 
members and cannot become members. It is absurd to permit a child of 
tender years to go through the unmeaning form of making the contract 
required by the defendant, and it is a mere pretense for a parent or 
guardian to sign the infant's name when the child has not mental power 
even to know the nature of that simple act.” 

—A Boston dispatch says that under a suspension of the rules the peti- 
tion of Nelson P. Cummings, Samuel W. George, Edward H. Hoyt and 
Henry A. Belcher, with accompanying bill providing for legislation to 
restore to the surviving policy or certificateholders of the Massachusetts 
Benefit Life Association, who were members of the association prior to 
November 2, 1881, the rights which such members then enjoved and of 
which they were deprived at that time in being converted from active into 
benefit memters of said association, or for such other relief as the nature 
of the case may require, and 1n general for all such legislation relative to 
the Massachusetts Benefit Life Association and its past or present mem- 
bers red to the legislature may seem proper, was referred to the committee 
on rules. 


—In a bulletin just issued by the State Life Insurance Company of 
Indianapolis to the policyholders of the company, the following statement 
is made after reference to a gain of over $1,100,000 in amount of new busi- 
ness written so far this yeat above that for the same time last year: ‘‘ The 
company invited So F. Harvey, actuary of the insurance depart-

—A final dividend has been ordered paid to creditors of the Columbian 
Fire of Louisville. Judge Field rendered a judgment in the case of 5. 
Sullivan, assignee against the Columbian Fire Insurance Company, 
which he orders Receiver James S. Ray to pay a second dividend of sevet- 
teen and one-half per cent to all claimants who have reccived the first 
dividend of twelve and one-half per cent, and to pay a thirty per cent 
dividend to those whose claims have been allowed since the first dividend, 
and who have as yet received no dividend. 

—Knowing the pains and profanity that it has always cost the under 
writers and printers to secure a proper spelling of the Phenix of Brookly?, 
and the Phoenixes of Hartford and London, it is frightful to contemplate 
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the confusion that would ensue if the Fenix of Stockholm should enter the 
United States, as has been predicted by an insurance exchange.—A¢/anta 
Constitution. 

—A Chicago dispatch toa morning journal states that ‘‘ constables to-day 
attached the funds of the Colonial Mutual Fire Insurance Company of 
Patt hia, in the custody of its Western general agents, Redfield, Jones
